Lonis Napoleon's Last Yoears,
Momoirs of the Earl of Malmeaburg.

After s few minutes he came into the
room alone, and with that remarkable
smile which could light up hin dark
countenance, he shook me heartily by
the hand. 1 confess that 1 was never
mere moved. His quiet and calm dig-
nity and absence of all nervousness and
irritability were the grandest examples of
human moral courage that the severeat
stoic could have imagined, 1 felt over-
powered by the position. All the past
rushed to my memory; our youth to-
gether at Rome in 1820, hia dreams of
power at that time; his subsequent des-
perate attempis to obtain it; his prisons,
where | found him still sanguine and un-
changed; hia wonderful apcape
from Ham, and his residence in London,
where, in the riots of 1848, he acted the
apecial constable like any Englishman,
His election as President by milliona in
France in 1860; his fuorther one by mil-
liona to the Imperial Crown; the part 1
had myself acted as an English minister
in that event, which had realized all his
early drenmn; the glory of his reign of 22
years over France, which he had enriched
beyond belief and adorned beyond all
other countries and capitals; his liberation
of Italy—all these memories crowded
upon me as the man stood before me
whose race had been so succeseful and ro-
mantio, now without a crown, without an
army, without a country or an inch of
ground which he could «call his
own, except the house he hired
in an English village. 1 must have
shown, for [ could not conceal what 1
felt, as, again skaking my hand he said:
“A la guerre comme a Ja guerre, Clest
bien bon de venirme voir.”" Ina qiuvet
natural way he then vraised the kindness
of the Germans of Wilhelmshohe; nor
did a slngle complaint escape him during
our conversation. He eaid he had been
misled s to the force and preparation of
his army, but without mentioning names;
nor did he sbuse any one, until 1 men-
tioned Gen, Trochu, who deserted the
Empress, vhom he had sworn to defend,
snd gave Paris up to the mob, when the
Emporer remarked, **Ah! veila un droie.”
During half an hour he conversed with
me as calmly as in the best days of his
life, with a dignity and resignation which
migh* be that of a fatalist, but could
hardly be obtained from any other creed:
snd when | left him that was, not for
the first time, my impression. When I
saw bim again in 1871 I found him much
more depressed st the destruction of
Paria and at the anarchy prevailing over
France than he was at his own misfor-
tunes; and thet the communists should
have committed such horrors in the pres-
ence of their enemies, the Prussian
armies, appeared to him the very acme
of humiliation and of national infamy.
On January 9, 1873, he died, in the
presence of the empress, who never left
him, released from tho storms of a fitful
existence, from intenso physical suifer-
ing, and saved from knowing the loas of
his only son, whose fate she was soon
destined to deplore alone.

Here, In the proper sesson, the flames
of a cheorful fira dancen upon tho brass
andirons of the open hearth, In the
entitro of & wall lined with booke: water
colors by Harry Fenn and Lucy Larcom
and Celin Thaxter, together with intee-
eating prints, hang on the other walls,
rivalled it may be, by the window that
looks down a sunny liile orchard, and
by the glass-topped door through which
you see the greaen dome of Powow Hill.

The people of Amesbury and of the ad-
joining villages and towns feel a peculiar
ownership of their poet; thero in scarcely
n legend of all the region round which he
has not woven into his song, and the
neighborheod feel not only as if Whittier
were their poet, but in some way the
guardian spirit, the genius of the place.
Porhaps in his stern and swest hife he
has been so, éven as much as in hia song.

“There is no charge to Mr, Whittier,”
onoce said & shopman of whom he had
made a small purchase, and there in no
doubt that the examplo would have been
contagious if the independent spirit of
tho poet would ever have allowed it,

These Indian summer days cf the
poet's life are spent not all in the places
that knew him of old. The greater part
of tho winter is passed in Boston; a share
of the summer always goes to the White
hills, of which he is passionately fond,
and the remainder of the time finds him
in the house of his cousins at Oak Knoll,
in Danvers, atill in his native county of
Esaex. This is a mansion with its
porchea end porticoes and surrounding
lawns and groves, which seems meet for
s poet's home. It stands in spacious and
secluded grounds, shadowed by mighty
oaks, and with that woodland character
which birds and squirrels and rabbits
dnrting in the chequered sunshine must
always give. It isthe home of culture
and refinement, too, and as full of beauty
within as without, Here many of the
latter poems have been sent forth, and
here fledglings have the unwarrantable
importinence to intrude with their callow
manuscripta, and here those pests of
prominence, the autograph seekers, send
their requesta by the thousands, Dat in
the early fall the poot steals uietly back
to Amesbury and there awaits election
day, a period in which he religionsly
believes that no man has a right to avoid
his duty sand of which he still thinks, as
when he saw —

*“Along tha strect
The shadows meet
Of destiny, whose hands concenl
The moylds of fate
That shave the state
And mnke or mar the common weal.”
W hat a life he has to look back upon as
he sita with his fame about him-—what
storms and what delizhts, what struggle
snd what victory? With all the deep and
wonderful humility of spirit that he bears
before God and man, yet it is doubtful if
he could find one day in it that he would
change, so far as his own acts are con-
cerned. It is certain that no one else
could find It

In sppearance Mr. Whitney is an  up-
right in bearings as ever, His eye ia as
black and burns with as keen o fire as
when it flashed over the Concord mob,
and eees beauty everywhore as freshly
as when he cried with the *Voices of
¥reedom'" and sang the ‘“'Songs of
Labor:" as his_smile is the same smile
that has won the worships of men, and of
women loo, for slxty years and over.
Now, it is with a sort of tenderness that
paople speak and think of him whose
walk will perhaps go a little farther with
their own; not that they deem such vital-
ity and power aud apirit can ever ceass,
but that they are warned of its apothe-
osis, 88 it were, into loftier regions,
where his earthly songs shall be turned
to the music of the morning stare as they
sing together.
